with him, and had backed himſelfe out offaint Johnſfour 

that day by foure howers in the moꝛning, ta made his mas 
teltic aduertiſed thereol, attoꝛding to his bound dutie: ear⸗ 
neſlly requeſting his maieſtie with all diligence and ſetre⸗ 
lie that his maieſtie might take oꝛder therewith, befoze any 

noi cherot: wearing and pꝛoteſting that he had vet con 

ckaled it from all men; yea; from the earte his own bzother, 
His maieffies firſt anſwere was (after thanking him foꝛ his 
god will) that it could nat become his maieſty to meddle a- 
ny wales in that matter, fince no mans treaſure that is a 
fre. andlawful ſubiect can; by the law appertaine vnto the 

King,except it be found hid vnderthe earth, as this was not. 
Wherevnto he anſwered, that the fellow confeſſed vnto him 
that he was going to haue hid it vnder the ground, but 

coulde not take leaſuxe at that time to enquire any further 
of. him « Wherevato. his maieſtie replyed , that there 
| was great difference betwirt a deede , and the intention

made to him ofthht treaſure, lwearing that the great lone 
and affection hee bare vnto his Baie madehim 
to pꝛeferre his Maieſtie in this caſe , both vnto him- 
ſelfe and his bzother . e which ſernice hee hum⸗

bly craued that recompente, that his maieſfy would take the

His Yighneſe being ſtricken in great admiration , both 
of the vacouthneſſe of the tale, and of the ſtrange and ſtupide 

behanioz of the Repozter : and the Court being already hoz- 

ſed,wondzing at his Maieſties ſo long tay with that gentle⸗ 

man, themozning being ſo faire, the game already found,

The Noble men and Gentlemen ofthe Court that was with:

Deruice bꝛought vp, vntil the Kinges Maieſtie had eh eto 
ned. At the which time the Carle connoyed them fwzth ko their 
dinner, but ſatte not downe with them himſelfe, as the com» 
mon manner is, but came backe and fav ment at the ende ol 
the kings Table, as he did beloꝛs: which his Maieſtie pereei⸗ 
ning, did beginne to entertaine the Earle in a homely manner,

Wherevponhe griping his Ma⸗ 


ieſty by the wꝛeſt ol the hand, to haue bound him, his maie⸗ 
ſty relcened himſelfe ſodainelp of his grypes: wherevpon, as 
hee putte hys right hand to his ſwoꝛd, his maieſty with his 


right hand ſeazed vppon both his hand and his ſwoꝛde, and 


with his left hand claſped him by the thꝛoat, like as he with 


his left hand claſpt the king by the th2oat; with two oz the 


orhis fingers in his Maieſties mouth, to haue ſtaped him 
from cryeng. In this manner of wꝛeſtling his maiefty per⸗ 
foxce dzzw hym to the wyndowe, which hee had cauſed the 
other man befoꝛe fo open vnto hym , and vnder the which 
waspaſſing by at the ſame tyme, the Rings trayne, andthe 
earle of Goway wyth them, as is {ayde, and holding out the 
right ſwe ol his head, and tight elbow, cryed, that they were 
murthꝛing him there in that treaſonable fozme: whoſe voice 
beyng inſtantly heard and knowne by the Duke of Lennox, 


the rarle of Marre, and the reſt ofhis maieſties traine there, 


but the ſayd earle of Gow euer afking what it meant, and 
neuer ſeeming any wapes to haut ſeene his maieſtp, oꝛ heard 
his voyce, they all ruthed in at the gate together, the Duke 
and the earle of Marre runnyng about to come by that paſs 
lage his maieſty tame in at. But the earle ol Gow2y and 
his. ſeruauntes made them fo2 an other way vppe a qupet 
CTurne-ppke, which was euer condemned befoze , and 
was onely then left open, (as appeared) fo that purpoſe. 

And in this meane tyme, his maieſtp, wyth ſtruggeling 
and wꝛaſtling wyth the ſaid maiſter Alexander, had bꝛaght 
him perfo2ce out of that ſtudy, the doe mhereol, ſoꝛ haſte, he 
had leftopen at his laſt in- conuning, and his maieſtie ha⸗ 
uing gotten, (with long ſtrugling) the ſapde maiſter Alex⸗ 
anders head vnder his arme, and htmſelfe on his knees, his 
Ma. dꝛoue him backe pertozce hard to the doe at the tame 
ee C turnepike, 
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pike, and as his maieſtie was thꝛowing his ſwoꝛd out of his 
hand, thinking to haue ſiricken him therewith, and then to 
haue ſhotte him ouer the ſtaire, the other fellow Kanding be⸗ 
hinde the Kinges backe, and dooing nothing but trembling 
ell the time, Sir lohn Ramſay, not knowing what way firtt 
fo enter, after he had heard the Ringes cry, by chance findes 
that Turn⸗pike dooꝛe open, and folowing it vp to the head, 
enters in into the chamber, and findes his maicſtie and ma(- 
ſter Alexander ſtrugling in that fozme, as is beſoꝛe ſayde: 
and after he had twiſe oꝛ thziſe ſtricken maiſter Alexander 
with his dagger, the other man withdꝛew himielfe, his ma⸗ 
ieſtie ſtill Keeping his gripes, and holding him cloſe to him: 
immediatly thereafter he tocke the ſayd maiſter Alexander 
by the ſhoulders, and ſhofte him downe the ſtaire: who was 
no ſooner ſhotte out at the dooze, but hee was met by Sir 
Thomas Erskine and Sir Hew Hereis, who there vpon the 
ſcaire ended him: the fayde Sir Thomas Erskine being caſt 
behind the Dake and the Earle of Mar that ran abont the o⸗ 
ther wap, by the occaſion o his medling with the layde late 
Carle in the ſtreete, after the hearing of his maieſties crie. 
Foꝛ vppon the hear ing thereof, hee had claſped the Carle of 
Gowrie by the goꝛget, and caſting him vnder his feete, and 
wanting a dagger to haue ſtricken him with, the ſapd Earls 
men rid the Earle their maiſter cut of his handes: where- 
by he was caſt behinde the reſt, as is ſayd ; and miſſing the 
companie, and hearing the ſayde Sir Iohn Ramſayes voyce 
vpon the Turn⸗pike head, ran vp to theſayd Chamber, and 
crped vpon the ſayd Sir Hew Hereis and another ſeruant ta 
follow him: where, meeting with the ſayd maiſter Alexan- 
der in the Turne⸗pike, he ended him there, as is ſayde : the 
fapd maiſter Alexander trying fo2 his laſt wozres , d las I 
had not the witte of it. But no ſooner could the ſayde Sir 
Thomas, Sir Hew, and another ſeruaunt winne into the 
amber where his maieſtie was, but that the;ſayde Earls 
Govvrie, befoze they could gette the dooze ſhut, followed 
them in at the backe, hauing caſt him direcly to — 


Gowries conſpiracte. 
that pziny palage, as is befozeſaiv: who at his firſt entrie, 
hauing a dꝛawne ſwoꝛd in enerp hand, and a ſteel bonnet on 
his head, accompanied with ſeuen of his ſeruants, euerꝝ one 
ofthem hauing in like manner a dzawne ſwoꝛd, cried out 
with a great oath, that they ſhould all die as traitoꝛs. All 
the which time his maieſtie was ſtill in thechamber, who 
ſing the earle of Gowꝛie come in with his ſwozds in his 
hands, ſought fo: maiſter Alexandcrs ſwozde which had fal- 
len from him at his out chutting at the dooꝛe, hauingno fozt 
of weapons of his owne, as is ſaid : but then was ſhut back 
by his awne ſeruantes that were there, into the little ſtudie, 
and the dooꝛe ſhut vpon him: who hauing put his maieſtie 
in ſafetie, re- encountred the ſapde Earle and his ſernantes, 
bis maieſties ſeruants being onely in number foure, to wit, 
Sir Yew Yercis, Sir John Ramſay, and one Wilſonne a 
ſeruant of James Erſkines, a bꝛother ofthe-ſayy Sir Tho- 
mas, the ſayd Earle hauing ſeuen ofhis owne ſeruants with 
him: Pet it pleaſed God after many ſtrokes on all handes to 
gtye his Maieſties ſeruantes the victozie, the ſayd Carle of 
Gowate being ſtricken dead with a ſtroke thꝛough ehe heart, 
which the layd Sir Jahn Namſap gaue him, without once 
crying vnon God, and the reſt ofhis ſeruants dung oner the 
ſtaire with manyharts, as in like manner the laid ir Tho- 
mas Erſkin, fir ew Hereis, and fie John Namſap, were 
all thꝛee hurt and wounded. But all W time ofthis fight, 
the duke af Lennar, the Earle . 1 and the reſt of his 
maisſtios traine, werefriking with great at the 
vtter doze ;. whereby his maieſtie ps to the chamber 
ith the ſaid maſter Alexander, which al he had locked in 

by-comming with his maieſtie to the chamber: but by 
eaſon ofthe ftrength of the ſaide double doꝛe, the whole 
K the ſtrokes: 
it djd bidze them the ſpace ofhalfe an houre and mb2e; be 
thex could get it bꝛoken and haue entreſſe. Who hauing met 
with his maieſtie, ſaund beyond their expedtation ) his ate 
die deliuered from ſo imminent a poriil , and the _

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late Carle the pꝛincipall conſpiratoꝛ lying dead at his Pa- 
ieſties fete. Immediatly thereafter his maieſty kneeling 
do wae, on his knees, in the midff of his owne ſeruants, and 
they all kneeling raunde about him: his maieſtp out of his 
owne mouth thanked Cod of that miraculous deliuerance 
and vico2y, alluring himſelfe, that God had pꝛeſerued him 
from ſo diſpaired a perill, ſoꝛ the perfiting of lome greater 
wozke behind to his gloꝛie, t io2 pꝛocuring by him the weale 
of his people, that God had committed to his charge. Af- 
ter this the tumult ofthe-towne hearing of the laughter of 
the ſaid earle of Gowꝛie their P26uoft , and not knowing 
the manner thereof, no2 being on the counſell of his trea⸗ 
ſonabie attempt, continued foz the ſpace oi twoo o2 thꝛee 
houres thereafter , vntul his maieſtie by oft ſpeaking out fo 
them at the windowes, and beckoning to them with his 
obne hand, pacifying them, cauſng the Bailies and the reſt 
of the honeſt men ofthe towne to be bꝛought into the tham⸗ 
ber, to whome hauing declared the whole fozme of that 
ſtrange accident, he committed the houſe. and bodies of the 
faid traitours bꝛethzen, to their keping, vatill his maie⸗ 
ſties further pleaſure were knowne. Þis maieſtit hauing 
befo2ehis parting-out: al that tawne, caulet to ſearch the 
ſaid earle of Gow ies pockets, in caſe an letters that might 
further the diſcourry of that conſpiracy might bee forinds 
therein. But nothing was foundein them, hut atitfle'doſe 
parchment bag, full ot agitall charaders, and woꝛbes bt 
inchantment, wherein it ſeemed that hee had put his conff- 
dence, thinking him ke neuer ſafe without them, and theres 
foꝛe euer caried them about with him: breing alſo oblerned, 
that while they were vpon him, his wound whereof he died; 
bled not, but incontinent aſter che taking ol them e 
the blood gui d out in great abundante, tothe areatudini- 
fla or all the bchalvers. An infamywhithihath-followey 
and ſpotted the rate of this houle, fo2 manp diſcentz ) a 
notosiorſly knowne to the whsle countrie.

The frequemtcit- and 
tonturſe ot perfons ot all degrees tu alkiand — reit dr the 
werke, and to Edenburgh the next, from all the quarters of 
the rountrie, the teſtimony ot the ſubiectes hearty affoction 
and ioy fo2 his maieſties deliuerie, expꝛeſſed euery where, by 
ringipigofbets,bonefiers, Gutingoffgans of all ſdztes both 
ſeaandland.ec. with all other things enſuing cherrupdm 
J haus ol let pappoſe pꝛetermitted, as well knownets all 
men, and impertiſient to this diſcourſe: contenting my ſelfe 
with this plaine and ſimple narration: adding oneip ſoꝛ ex⸗ 
pianation aed confirmation thereof, the depoũtions of ter- 
taine perſons, who were eicher aco2s, and eie-witneffes; 02 
tnimediate hearers of thoſe thinges that they detlare and tes 
fifie: wherein if the Reader ſhall find any thing-differing 
front this narration , either in ſuuſtance oꝛ circum 
.mily bnderſtand the lame to be vttered by the veponer in his
